NEW $ 7-MILLION ATHLETIC CENTER TO OPEN AT GWU 
WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Charles E. Smith Center for Physical Eduaation and 
Athletics, a $7-million multi-purpose athletic and educational facility at The 
George Washington University, will open on Friday, November 14. The new center 
at 600 - 22nd Street, N.W., will be inaugurated with a game between the GWU 
Colonials and the "Athletes in Action" basketball team at 8 p.m. The Colonials* 
schedule this season includes 13 games on their new home court, each preceded”by a 
game between selected high schools from around the metropolitan area. 

Designed by the Mills and Petticord Partnership and constructed by the Blake 
Construction Company, the three-level rectangular building has a total interior 
area of 100,000 square feet, and is the largest indoor athletic facility in the 
District of Columbia. The center is named for Charles E. Smith, Chairman of the 
Board of the Charles E. Smith Conpanies and member of the GWU Board of Trustees. 
Among the major features of the Center: 

. A main arena (126* x 126*), with space for two basketball courts, two volley¬ 
ball courts, two tennis courts, and four badminton courts. Seating capacity 
for 5,000 spectators, including 4,000 on rollaway bleachers. 

. An auxiliary arena (120' x 60'), with space for one basketball court, one 
volleyball court, four badminton courts, and one tennis court. 

. An eight-lane, 75-f<ftot A.A.U.-size swimming pool, with a three-meter diving 
board, one-meter dlvirig board, and underwater teaching window. 

. A wrestling room (60* x 40'), gymnastics room (60' x 40'), and weight room 
(80' x 20').
